Wild Angelica - Ubiquitous, patchy in hills, city and coastal E Lothian - Angelica sylvestris - Map 


Similar: None. 
Ee apts: Canalside. 
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Ground-elder - Everywhere except hills - Aegopodium podagraria - Map 
Similar: Dog’s Mercury (Mercurialis perennis) but that has simple leaves with hairy (lens) edges and hairy (lens) stems. 
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Hogweed - Universal except patchy in hills - Heracleum sphondylium - Map 
e This has a great diversity of leaf shapes and leaf hairinesses, a sample of which is shown. 

: Giant Hogweed (following), which has red-blotchy coarse-haired stems, 50-150 rays, longer (9-11 mm) fruit with their oil 
lines rather wider-looking, and much larger leaves and taller as a plant (to 5.5m). 
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Giant Hogweed - Within 10 km common in W patchy on E, occasional further in (esp damp spots) - 


Heracleum mantegazzianum - Map 
Similar: Common Hogweed (previous), which has no red-stem blotches, 10-20 rays, shorter (6)7-8(10) mm fruit with their oil lines 
rather narrow ook ne much smaller eaves and shorter asa a pia usually <1.5m (to =u 
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Hemlock Water-Dropwort - Occasional (mostly near coast) except frequent Blackness to Dalmeny, 
Port Seton to Aberlady & E of West Barns (wet spots) - Oenanthe crocata - Map 


: Perhaps this may seem like celery (it smells of celery) but that has yellow anthers (these dark/purply) and no bracts or 
bracteoles. 


: Loch Ross (N part) in Edinburgh Park. 
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Scots Lovage - Rocky parts of coast (Dalmeny, Cramond, Leith, Aberlady + Eastwards) - Ligusticum 
scoticum - Map 


Similar: Alexanders which has few bracts & bracteoles. 
Sample Spots: Rocks at the north-east end of Cramond Island. 
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Wild Parsnip - semi-frequent within 5 km of coast, rare further in - Pastinaca sativa - Map 


: Crushed leaves smell of parsnip. 


: Newbridge Roundabout NE side under bridge.

Sample Spots: Seafield Road East, N end, overlooking the sea. 
Similar: Scot’s Lovage which 


has many bracts & bracteoles and only grows on coastal rocks. 
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Sanicle - Common in woods within 10 km from coast, rare further in - Sanicula europaea - Map 


Sample Spots: Craiglockhart Dell riverside path. 
Similar: Geraniums, but those are mostly hairy; Shining Cra 


nesbill has very shallow roots (these deep) and much less deep leaf gaps. 
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Burnet-Saxifrage - Patchy in region - Pimpinella saxifraga - Map 
Sample Spots: W side of Arthur’s Seat, Blackford Hill rocks opp. burn. 
Similar: Leaf form 1 can look like Salad/Fodder Burnet ( 
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Fool's-Water-Cress - V Rare (Duddingston loch, Aberlady & Gullane, Blackness, Hills S of Dunbar) - 


Helosciadium/Apium nodiflorum - Map 
Similar: Lesser Water Parsnip (following), which has bracts, 5-9(14) leaflet pairs, is a greyish green, and pointed teeth; and 


Watercress has solid stems.

Thorow-wax - V rare casual (Leith, Morningside, Melrose, Kelso) (UK: infrequent alien) - scattered 
occasional across UK - Bupleurum rotundifolium - Map
